The manufac- 
tured trade appears to be the most favourable part, for a fair 
amount of briskness is still said to prevail at the several works 
where finished iron is turned out}; but for the raw material the de- 
mand is somewhat quiet, and prices, although without any note- 
worthy change, are nevertheless slightly easier. That which keeps prices so 
very moderate for Scotch pigs is unquesticuably the excessive production, being 
so much above the requirements cf the trade. We have on frequent occasions 
shown the great improbability of realising better prices while the production 
is maintained upon its present average, and it seems very doubtful whether 
sellers will be able to surtain the market even at its present figure, unless some 
curtailment be made ‘in the supplies. Scotch pigs, compared with manufac- 
tured iron, are undoubtedly low in value, but then it does not follow that for 
this reason there is any chance of dearer rates being obtained, for with the con- 
stantly increasing public stock, speculative buyers are naturally shy to make 
make fresh purchases. Present rates, however, appear to be remunerative to 
sellers, and hence while the market is upheld, there appears but little proba- 
bility of any relief being afforded the market. Of course, an increased demand 
is what mahers are hopeful of, and they look to America to consume some of the 
enormous and unprecedentedly heavy stocks, but as yet it would seem certainly 
advisable to take into consideration the policy of limiting the supplies to within 
the requirements of the trade until wank a time as something more definite is 
known with regard to the future American demand. Advices from America of 
the state of the trade in that country are not unfavourable, but it must be re- 
membered that ber productive power is very great, so that probably only very 
low prices ruling here, will induce her buyers to give support to our markets.

Derbyshire there area great many mines that produce only a few 
tons of ore annually, at the same time cumbering the ground unpro- 
fitably.

BRITISH CAPITALISTS, AND THE GOLD COAST. 
For some time past considerable attention has been directed to, 


and much highly interesting discussion has appeared in the Mining 


Journal, concerning the enormous auriferous resources of the Gold 
Coast, and the companies which have been formed for developing 
them appear to be now getting into practical working order; for on 
Monday a series of experiments were made, under the auspices of 


Whe African Gold Coast Company and the Abosso Gold Mining Com- 


pany, at Messrs. Hall's Works, at Dartford, having for their object 
the testing of certain improved apparatus for the treatment of auri- 
ferous ore, which is on the eve of being sent out to the company’s 
mine at Abosso. The African Gold Coast Company was the first one 
organised to work scientifically mines which for so many hundred 
years had supplied gold dust to the world, and which had earned for 
the country they are situated in the name of “ Gold Coast,” 

The samples of ore, taken by Mr. Bonnat personally from the 
Abosso Mine gave such results even by the rough crushing and wash- 
ing process in use by the natives that there was considered to be no 
doubt as to the extraordinary richness of the mine; but in order to 
ascertain beyond cavil the value of the ore, and also to learn by

RHONDDA VALLEY COAL. 
| Probably most of the readers of the Mining Journal have long 


since heard of the Rhondda Valley, a wild thickly populated district 
| in Glamorganshire, situated about midway between Cardiff on the 
|east and Swansea on the west. The knowledge of the general 
| public, however, is probably little more than conveyed by a passing 
notice in the newspapers of the fatally disastrous explosions which 
| so often occur in the winning of the priceless and almost exhaustless 
| steam coal of the district, and a subscription towards the relief of 
| the sufferers from such explosions. Few but those connected with 
the district have any adequate idea of the magnitude of the coal 
trade of the valley, its commercial importance, or the almost un- 
limited expansion of which it is capable provided better facilities and 
more railway communication existed. As some proof of this, we may 
mention that it is from the Rhondda Valley that the Taff Vale Rail- 
way Company—one of the best-paying companies in the kingdom— 
derives its regular dividend of 10 per cent., with an occasional bonus 
of 2 or 3 per cent. more, and this splendid dividend is almost en- 
| tirely earned from its carriage of coal from the top of the valley to 
| the port of Cardiff. Naturally other ports in Glamorganshire be- 
| sides that of Cardiff have for years past kept longing eyes upon 
| the prize, and have yearned for railway communication therewith; 
|}and naturally also the Taff Vale Railway Company have jealously 
| guarded any attempt of poaching upon what they have hitherto re- 
| garded as their preserves. ‘he completion of the new deep-water 
|docks at Swansea, opened a couple of months ago by His Royal 
| Highness the PRINCE OF WALES, have neeessitated the opening up 
| of railway communication between the Rhondda Valley and the port 
of Swansea, for practically those new docks will be of little use un- 
less fed by the far-famed steam coals of Rhondda. The new par- 
| liamentary session will, therefore, probably see a fierce encounter be- 
|tween the promoters of schemes to connect Swansea with the 
| Rhondda and the Taff Vale Railway Company, who will fight hard 
and persistently to maintain the monopoly so long and advan-

ing for development. It is not probable that Parliament will sanc-

The chief Irish lead mines are 
at Luganure, county “ icklow, where, at the present date, according 
to the secretary of the Mining Company of Ireland, from 1200 to 
1500 tons of argentiferous galena are being raised. There is no 
doubt, however, but that large quantities of this metal exist, and 
| have been occasionally worked, such as at Caraghan, county Clare ; 
Caime, Wexford; Derrynoos, near Armagh; Newtownards, in 
county Down ; Kildrum, in Donegal; and also in counties Kilkenny 
and Longford. There are other metals in Ireland, besides copper 
and lead, which if not so industrially important, are quite worth 
developing. Oxide of manganese, for instance, occurs at Howth 
(county Dublin) and at Glandore (Cork), where it is worked to a small 
extent. Antimony is found in county Clare, associated with lead 
and, in the shape of grey sulphuret, at Clontibret (Armagh). Blende 
or zinc ore, used in the preparation of sulphate of zinc, is worked 
slightly at Conorree (Wicklow), while Sir Robert Kane mentions that 
| nickel, chrome, arsenic,and bismuth are all known to exist, but that 
nobody has thought it worth their while to experiment upon them 
Before quitting the subject of mineral resources, he would like to 
mention what appears to be an instructive commentary on this state 
,of things connected with mines and metals—that whereas the gross 
amount of the annual value of property and profits assessed to the 
income tax upon mines in Ireland during 1864 was 55,9497., in 1878 
it was only 23,209/., while that upon ironworks was but 2501.

The want of capital was one cause of the absence of indus- 
trial enterprise in Ireland, and he attributed the absence of capital 
to the constant drain going on, which no country could stand; that 
drain, he said, amounted to 20,000,000/. per annum, either in rent to 
absentee landlords or in Imperial taxation, which was returned. He 
believed what was wanted was a kind of central board, whether it 
were called Home Rule or any other rule, but he should rather call it 
a board of directors, whose special business it should be to enquire 
into the resources of the country, and how they could be turned to the 
best advantage, and how the people could be educated up to the point 
of being able successfully to compete with others. He considered 
that one good effect of the Land Act would be that it would reduce 
the amount of money going out of the country to absentee landlords. 
Still something more was wanted, and he did not believe that until 
there was some such board as he had referred to there was any possi« 
bility of the county getting out of the position in which it is. 

The objection to Mr. Quinlan’s view is that it regards Irishmen as 
a lower and less intelligent race than their competitors, and thus 
leads to the assumption that they should be clossed with the “ funny 
little fellows in the mcnkey cage” whom the nigger parson declared 
he could laugh at without feeling any family affection, because “ if 
Mr, Darwin was born when his mudder was up a tree stealing 
coker nuts, that’s no reason I was born when my mudder was up 
another tree doing de same ting.” ‘The Irishman can hold his own 
against any one where he is out of the influence of ranting dema- 
gogues, and if in Ireland he can only be induced to think and act 
for himself—a process which is in too many cases regarded as 
altogether unwarrantable by his religious instructors—he would 
give confidence to capitalists that money sent to Ireland for 
the development of industrial enterprise would be exchanged for 
property which every Irishman would respect as he would his honour} 
and nothing more would be required to ensure the opening up of 
mines and manufacturing industries in Ireland to the mutual advan- 
tage of both capitalist and workman. Mr. Quinlan has fallacious 
notions eoncerning the 20,000,000/, which he mentions, for to pursue 
the same line of argument a little further one would come to the 
conclusion that if 20,000,000/. were invested in Irish industries the 
capitalists would ruin Ireland if the profits were distributed else- 
where. What is required in Ireland is profitable omployment for 
the population now non-productive, so as to put into circulation 
money which now lies idle. The mineral resources, to speak of no 
others, of Ireland are enormous, and as soon as capitalists can be 
convinced that property is respected, they will be most ready to sup- 
ply working capital for Irish industry, and thus, in return for profits 
which no country is more capable than Ireland to give them, secure 
remunctative employment and prosperity to all classes. 











STEEL MAKING IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA, 


The Cleveland Institution of Engineers held their anuual dinner 
in the Erimus Club, Middlesborough, on Friday, at which there was 
alargeattendance. The President of the Institution, Mr. E. WINDSOR 
Rich Arbs (general manager at Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co.'s) 
occupied the chair. In reply to the toast of “the Cleveland Institu- 
tion of Engineers, with the President,” ptoposed by Mr. E, A. COWPER 

The PresipeEn’, in reply, after referring to the past session of the 
Institution, went on to say that duting the past yeat vety substantial 
progress had been made in the manufacture of Bessemer steel from 
Cleveland ironstone, the molten tittal being taken direct from Cleve- 
land to the South Bank blast furnace. The output of Cleveland 
steel by the Gilchrist process at present exceeds 2000 tons per week 
from two pits. When it is remembered that such afi output of ingots 
from hematite pig-iron was only a few years ago considered fairly 
food work, it would be coticéded that the progress made was worthy 
of record. Improvérnénts wete now in hand which would shortly in- 
crease the peokecion from two pits to 3000 tons weekly. It would 
be granted that extra precautions and more skill weré required in this 
than in the old process of Bessemer steel making. The analytical 
chemist and the practical steel maker should work together, as every 
cast must be analysed in order to ensure reliable results. The Ame- 
ricans had not yet commenced making Bessemer steel from phosphoric 
pig-iron, but were turning out enormous quantities of ordinary steel 
from hematite pig-iton in the 24 converters now in operation. The 
fiverage output of all the American steelworks in November last was 
tiearly 6400 tons per converter in the month, The justly celebrated 
Wotke of Messt's. Carnegie Bros., managed by Capt. W. R. Jones, 
made 15,235 tons of ingots In two §-ton converters, with three vertical 
blowing-engines. The men worked 8 hour shifts, and at the time 
when he was at the works the heat was most oppressive. He saw 
the 26th blow turned up at 3 mins, to 4 o'clock in the evening, having 

commenced at 8 in the morning, the shift changing at 4 o'clock. 
Equally surprising was the output of ingots at the Bethlehem Works, 
managed by Mt.John Fritz. In the same month the make of ingots 
Was 15,729 tons made from four 8:ton converters, but with only one 
pair of horizontal condensing blowing engines, the steam cylinder 
being 36 in, in diameter, and the ait cylinder 48 in., a 4 ft. stroke 
making about 40 strokes per minute. ‘I'here was astrong and healthy 
rivalry, with perfect good feeling, at these two works. He had just 
received a statement of the output of ingots from the Edgar Thomson 
Works for the week ending Dec. 3, 1881, and it was probably the 
largest quantity obtained from plant of two 8-ton converters. At 
this time next year the three 8 ton converters would be in full ope- 


ration. It would be interesting to note this output for future com- 
parison. Commencing work on Sunday night, and finishingat 4 P.M. 


on Saturday, they made 426 casts, yielding 3813 tons of ingots. 
Their best 25 hours’ was 700 tons. They would naturally ask why it 
was that England was so much behind in quantity? There were 
several reasons, but the chief one was that with such hurried work, 
which we term “ driving,” we could not fulfil the conditions of the 
exacting specifications of American and Continental engineers ; and 
so requiring more time, we were compelled to do with four con- 
verters and four sets of men what the Americans do with two con- 
verters, and three sets of men. It was found in practice that 33 per 
cent. more men would not work the third shift, but that 50 per 
cent. more were required, so that it was difficult to see the economy 
of working with such few appliances. He was of opinion that if 
any English firm, having four converters, making 3800 tons of ingots 
per week, stopped two of them and worked two, with three sets of 
men, and obtained the same output, the labour costs per ton of ingots 
would be quite as great with two converters as with four, leaving the 
matter of regularity and quality of product out of the question, In 
the steel-making plant there were improvements and extensions in 
hand and contemplated in most of the American steelworks, At 
South Chicago, on Lake Michigan shore, a completely new plant of 
the most modern description was almost ready for work, Shipbuild- 
ing had attained immense proportions in the North of England and 
on the Clyde. It was very satisfactory to them in Cleveland to know 
that the River Tees increased its tonnage 85 per cent. last year over 
1880. It was estimated that the tonnage built in Great Britain in 
1881 amounted to about 1,000,000 tons. On the Clyde the tonnage 
of steel ships was 66,000 tons, as against 42,000 in 1879. At the 
present time there were 50,000 tons of shipbuilding on the Clyde. 
Our shipbuilding friends told him that before steel could be very 
largely introduced or displace iron its price must be brought nearer 
to that of iron, and as Cleveland would become as large a steel-making 
as it is now 4% large iron-making district, it behoved them to enquire 
into this matter.

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MECHANICAL UNDERGROUND HAULAGE, 


GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS.— Hitherto we have spoken only of 
underground haulage as performed by men or horses. When the 
inclination exceeds 1 in 15 the employment of mechanical power 
becomes advisable. An inelination of 1 in 15 or more is not the 
only reason for the adoption of mechanical haulage. The general 
fact that where the amount of miners) to be transported is very 
great economy results only from the more complete and perfect 
modes of transport is, perhaps, the chief reason for the introduction 
of mechanical haulage underground. We, therefore, find mechanical 
arrangements for haulage equally in extensive mines whether they 
be inclined or horizontal. Although an inclination of 1 in 20 to 1 in 
15 is not a deciding factor as to the introduction of mechanical 
haulage, the inclination is the factor of first importance as to the 
mode which may be adopted. When the coal lies to the rise of the 
shaft the gravitation of the loaded tram of corves may be sufficient 
to overcome—1, The gravitation of the empty corves.—2. The fric- 
tional resistances of both the loaded and empty corves.—3. The 
resistance of the mechanical arrangement. ‘The limit of least incli- 
nation will vary, of course, with the number of corves in the run, 
and the general state of the roadway, &c. With corves of the usual 
construction in the North of England this inclination is given as 
1 in 80 for a run of 13 corves, and a speed of 5 miles per hour. 
When the inclination is less the full corves may be let down by 
themselves, but mechanical power will be required to pull up the 
empty corves. If the inclination of the roadway exceeds a certain 
amount the gravitation of the empty corves may be sufficient to 
overcome the frictional and other resistances of the corves, rope and 
drum, or engine, thus letting the empty corves pull out the rope 
after them. This minimum inclination is given as lin 28. Between 
these two inclinations—1 in 30 to the rise of the pit, and 1 in 28 to 
the dip—we shall require some mechanical power for the transport 
of the empty wagons uphill or downhill. When the coal seam has 
a still smaller inclination it may be that the gravitation of the loaded 
eorves is insufficient to overcome the frictional and other resistances 
of the corves, and the resistance to be overcome in pulling the rope 
after them. When, therefore, the roadways are horizontal, or but 
very slightly inclined, a tractive force is necessary in both directions. 

The following is another consideration leading to a classification 
of the modes of mechanical transport. We may have the arrange- 
ments such that either a full run of tubs or an empty run are trans- 
ported in one direction only at a time, or whilst the full run is 
being hauled in one direction the empty run is being hauled in the 
opposite direction.* 
ae cases are distinguished by the Germans as single acting and double 
acting. 

These considerations lead to the following classification of the 
modes of mechanical haulage :—

«“ Treatise on Concentration,” published in San Francisco, which with 
Gaetzschmann’s “ Krg-Aufbereitung” affords as much information as 
ractical men generally consider necessary. Mr. Cazin seeks to supply 
i a condensed form such information as is found in Rittinger's 
“ Lehrbuch der Aufbereitungs Kunde,” an elaborate scientific work 
of much value for reference, but scarcely worth translation. Mr. 
Cazin explains that by mechanical separation only such materials can 
be separated as are mechanically combined, but none which exist in 
As long as there is a difference in specific 
avi materials mechanical separation may be applied, and as 
nea ok separation is the cheaper one in general it should be 
applied to the outside line of its applicability. F : ; 
To separate mineral particles not differing in their specific gravity 
is an achievement which in general is not attained by this art but 
only in some special cases ; but Mr. Cazin mentions that in 1869 he 
found a then old practice in Missouri among lead mining farmers 
separating the galena from the baryta solely by the different beha- 
viour of the two materialsin cherry heat, They piled the ore on cord- 
wood, which they lighted. The baryta wouid decrepitate to small par- 
ticles, but the galona under the low degree of heat applied would pre- 
serve ite size aud shape ; the separation was effected by screening the 
heated material through sand screens. He also refers to magneticsepa- 
ration, and then refers to new inventions and patent contrivances, ob- 
serving that some decenniums will elapse before ore reduction and 
concentration will free itself from invention and will become as 
recognised a trade as that of doctors and lawyers. With regard to 
the financial importance of ore dressing Mr. Cazin states that ore 
dressing under different circumstances will cost fron 5 cents to 
$2:50 per ton of crude ore, while reduction applied to the crude ore 
as well as to the concentrates will cost from $4 to $25 per ton. 
Under the head of Mechanical Assay he explains how in a sample of 
clean native copper and granite to determine the percentage of each. 
The treatise is altogether carefully written and will doubtless add 
to Mr. Cazin’s reputation as an expert in the separation of ores and 
minerals.

CANADIAN NOTES. 
[to HK EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. |] 


S1r,—Some time has elapsed since my last letter to you, and I have 
come upto this new country, 1500 miles west, but yet in Canada. 
Starting from Toronto on Oct, 18 Sarnia was reached, and there I 
took the fine steamer Ontario northerly along the coast of Lake 
Huron. Goderich was reached in about six hours, having enjoyed a 
beautiful sail. We touched at Kincardia and Southampton, and 
thence started across the magnificent Lake Huron towards Sault St. 
Marie. Hardly any country possesses such splendid bodies of fresh 
water. Lakes Huron and Superior, Lakes Winnipeg and Winnipe- 
goois, surpassing Erie and Ontario in the grandeur of the scenery and 
the magnitude of their water stretches expand the ideas of the tra- 
veller, and almost carry a conviction that he ison the ocean. But 
in the night the beauty of the stars, the clear atmosphere, and the 
reflection of the stars on the dark blue water give great pleasure. 
The night we crossed from Southampton to Hilton, on St. Joseph’s 
Island, was particularly lovely—so brilliant the stars in the blue 
heavens, so sparkling the Aurora Borealis—lines of light shooting up 
one part of the sky,and changing in a moment, at one time vertical, 
at another horizontal. Then an expanse of sky for many miles, 
hitherto dark, would be lit up by these northern lights, shedding an 
eleotric brilliancy upon the scene, softened by the great distance. 
The dark clouds floating beneath the stars on the side opposite to the 
Aurora would bear the reflective light, and the flashing of the light 
would tinge the dark clouds, and fringe them with a robe of purple. 
About 10 A.M. on Oct. 21 we struck the Neebish Rapid, which is a 
rapid not so large or so powerful as the Long Sault of the St. Law- 
rence, but dangerous withal on account of the intricacies of the 
channel and the want of sufficient water. The Canadian Government 
should take steps forthwith to make the channel on the Canadian 
side everything that it should be. Nature has given them a better 
opportunity. As we entered the Neebisha large tug, towing another 
large vessel loaded with coal, came into the channel from the south 
just behind our steamer. We passed Garden Island where the Sault 
river is narrow, and from thence through picturesque scenery to the 
wharf on the Canadian side at the Sault St. Marie. The Sault St. 
Marie is very pretty, the waters of Lake Superior pass in a channel 
not more than half a mile wide; on the north lies the village of the 
Sault belonging to Canada, and on the south the American Sault 
village; both are pretty, though not extensive, The Church of Eng- 
land mission houses for educating the Indian boys and girls are on 
the bank of the river, a little further south. On the American side 
the great attraction is the immense lock built by the American 
Government for the purpose of transporting the large steamers 
between Lakes Huron and Superior. This lock is a work of great 
scientific skill; it is 500 ft. Jong and 55 ft. wide, and intended for 
very large craft; it is built with ali the madern appliances of science. 
The gates are opened and shut by means of hydraulic pressure, the 
water being brought down in a tube from the head of the canal; 
this turns two turbine wheels, and these produce the power to work 
the pumps forcing the water into an hydraulic press, which produces 
the pressure up to 200 lbs. to the square inch, by means of which 
power the machines for opening and shutting the gates are worked ; 
it is a splendid piece of mechanism, and well worthy of attention. 
This canal is destined to be of great benefit to the North-West on 
both the American and Canadian sides. 

When the Canada Pacific jg finished to Prince Arthur's landing all 
the coal and supplies that now go to Duleuth, and are shipped 
through to Winnepeg by train, will ga to Prince Arthur's landing, 
and go through in that way. The American Government deserve 
great credit and thanks from the people of Canada for their states. 
manship in building such a canal, and for their liberality in allowing 
the vessels of all nations to pass through it free of toll. On across 
the immense stretch of water, straight for Prince Arthur's landing, 
We started at about 4 p.M., having left the pretty little Sault villages 
With the Indians catching white fish on the rapids, with the great 
streams of commerce passing through a lock—fit representations of 
Savage and civilised life. 
, Lake Superior well deserves its name. Far superior to any lake 
in old Canada, it even eclipses Lake Winnipeg, which is longer in 
the grandeur of its scenery and the magnificent ruggedness of the 
Coast. Think of it yemenof England. Lake Winnipeg is 710 miles 
long ; Lake Superior 598 ; Lake Huron 575 miles long, How far is 
it in a straight line the longest distance in England? This is the 

ginning only of the immense territory which has dropped into the 
lap of Canada, worthy inheritance for the sons of Britons; but if 
your country is small, it is great in moral and material wealth. The 
Most precious articles are put upin the smallest parcels. We arrived 
at Silver Islet at 10 P.M., having taken about 30 hours to cross the 
ake, a distance of 244 miles. Silver Islet wharf is on the mainland, 
With warehouse, houses for workmen, &c., and about 200 yards dis- 
tant, at the mouth of Thunder Bay, is situate that wonderful little 
crag of rocks from whose bosom has been taken so much silver ore. 
Another instance of precious things in small parcels. The islet is 
very small, and the great waters of Lake Superior would long ago 
lave destroyed all the works were it nos for the immense break- 
Waters that have been built to protect it. Down into the bosom of 


the rock, through the opening, through the galleries under the bottom 
of the lake, has the adventurous miner worked his way, few have 
been more difficult undertakings, and few undertakings have re- 
quired so much pluck and capital. The return has been large, but 
the expense has been enormous. 

Prince Arthur’s landing is a pretty little place lying along at the 
foot of the cliff ; it is probably destined to be a fine port of shipment 
for the North-West of Canada as soon as the railway has been put 
through, and as soon as the country up here is opened. At present 
we in Manitoba cannot raise enough to supply ourselves on account 
of the immense tide of immigration, which devours all the supply. 
We have great crops, but we have a home market and great prices 
too. Thesuccess of Prince Arthur’s landing deperds on another and 
altogether different view of the situation. A charter has been got 
out to build a railway from the head of Lake Winnipeg to Hudson's 
Bay, so that by means of about 700 miles of railway travel the coal 
transportation of the West can be placed on tide water. It is said 
that the distance between Fort Chenhile and Liverpool is about the 
same as between New York and Liverpool, and consequently freight 
and corn can be shipped by means of Hudson’s Bay at a cheaper rate 
than by taking the long railway trip to Halifax or New York. What 
the effect of this move will be to the western country it is difficult 
to say, but we may well expect that the grain of Minnesota, Decotah, 
Wyoming, a portion of Wisconsin and Montana, will find its way by 
the new Canadian route instead of wandering down to New York. 
How this will affect Prince Arthur's landing if the grain goes north 
is a question that time will show. Off from Prince Arthur's landing 
we crossed Thunder Bay. No more beautiful bay perhaps can be 
found, and although so large it looks sosmall. The 20 miles looked 
like 5, probably arising from the greatness of the surrounding moun- 
tains. Pie Island, at the entrance to Lake Superior, attracts the 


mutton pie, but inside the pie there is no mutton, only a great lake 
filled with water. Silver Island, McKellan’s Island, and others like 
a reef lie along the entrance of the bay. ‘To the right in a kind of 
marsh is seen (if you have somebody to point it out to you) the 
mouth of the Kanawistquia river that the Grit Government, under 
the leadership of Mr. McKenzie, wanted to make navigable, and 
wanted to make a town at Fort William, and did build the famous 
Neebing Hotel, which will be a monument in the records of Canadian 
political history. But the river was too shallow, and the boats could 
not get up to the town, and the town was only built on paper, the 
hotel was not finished, the Grits got turned out, and the town site 
alonewas left. Duleuth is situated at the western extremity of Lake 
Superior, where the St. Louis river issues into the lake. On the oppo- 
site side of the bay Superior City lies seven miles distant, and Min- 
nesota Point, which has been cut through, and a canal formed at 
Duleuth, protects and forms the harbour. The appearance of the 
town lying along at the foot of the high hills, and protected from 
the north wind, is very prepossessing, and it will also probably be a 
large place. At 7P.M. we took the train for Winnipeg, and arrived 
here the next day at 8 P.M., passing through Glyndon, and changing 
from the Northern Pacific Railway to the St. Paul, Minnesota, and 
Manitaba Railway. I arrived at Winnipeg on Oct, 25, being just a 
week on the journey from Toronto by way of the lakes, though by 
rail it would only be five days.

BLASTING GELATINE IN VICTORIA. 


With reference to the letter of a Melbourne correspondent dated 
Dec. 7. and published in last week’s Mining Journal, Messrs. Thorne, 
of Gracechurch-street, the representatives of Nobel’s Explosive 
Company, refer to the report of Mr. W. H. Grainger, the Inspector 
of Mines for Sandhurst, dated Oct. 14, and addressed to his chief— 
Major Couchman—in which he says: I was present at trials which 
were conducted in the Ellesmere, Great Northern, Railway Reserve, 
Murchison, and Pandora mines. The ground selected for testing in 
each of the mines was of a very hard character. The agent, Mr. Robbey, stating 
its strength to be two-fifths stronger than lithofracteur, we charged the holes 
accordingly, the quantity put into each being in the proportion of three of gela- 
tine to five of lithofracteur. In almost every instance the result was satisfactory 
to all present. In each of the mines we fired a number of holes, and our means 
of ascertaining the quantity required for each was by asking the miners em- 
ployed below how much lithofracteur they would put in each if they were blast- 
ing out the ground in the ordinary way, and we then put a lesser quantity of 
gelatine, or in proportion to its stated strength to lithofracteur. There is this 
property in it also, together with its being much stronger than lithofracteur it 
1as a slower motion, and is more expansive, and more widely dislodges the rock. 
This is materially in its favour as compared with the other. 

As regards the effect its fumes—the mines we selected for the trials were the 
worst ventilated we could get. We charged and fired three or four holes at a 
time, some of them being very deep and strong. As they, therefore, required 
larger quantities to dislodge the rock there would be all the more fumes. As 
soon as the holes exploded we returned to them at once, and remained there 
inhaling the fumes for a length of time. This we did 30 as to see if we would 
receive any injurious effects from them. Not one of those present felt 
the least effect, although some of the miners statedsthey were very sensi- 
tive to the fumes of lithofracteur, and were ewage affected by them. As 
for myself, I did not feel the least effect from the fumes at the time or 
at any period afterwards, and there is none more sensitive to the fumes 
of lithofracteur than I am, and no one would more from inhaling them. As 
we returned immediately the holes were discharged, we were also the more 
likely to be affected by the fumes than the miners by the fumes of the litho- 


fracteur, as they do not return, as a rule, for 10 or 15 minutes after they fire 
The absence, therefore, of an injurious effects is, I consider, very 


their holes. 
materially in its favour. On the whole, therefore, I was well pleased with the re- 
sults of the trials I witnessed, as they were satisfactory both as to the strength 
of the explosive and its non-injurious effects. 








IMPORTANT MINING PROSECUTION.—The magistrates at the 
Northop (Flintshire) Petty Sessions were engaged some time on 


Thursday in investigating a prosecution instituted by the Govern- | 
ment against John Lloyd, Daniel Hughes, and Thomas Bellis, owners | 


and managers of the Pant-y-Rhos Mine, for a breach of the Metal- 
liferous Mines Regulation Act by failing to provide that no vertical 
or overhanging ladders should be used in ascending or descending 
the pit. Mr, Foster, Government Inspector of Metalliferous Mines, 
said that on the 6th inst. a boy named Goddard and two men named 
William and Levi Jones were descending a ladder, when the boy lost 
his hold and fell over Levi Jones, without touching him, right through 
the platform to the bottom of the shaft, where he was picked up 
dead. He inspected the mine aud found the ladders either perpen- 
dicular or overhanging. The jury at the inquest expressed regret 
that the Mines Regulation Act had not been complied with, and the 
Government determined to prosecute the responsible persons. Ignor- 
ance of the law was expressed by the defendants; and the Justices, 
in imposing the mitigated penalty of 5/. and costs, suggested that 
the fine should be given to the parents of the boy who was killed.

“ Cost-book,” as generally understood, refers to the book in which 
each shareholder at the commencement of a partnership signs his 
name tor the interest he takes, and binds himself and his assigns to 
bear his or their proportion of expenses incurred. In it also transfers, 
and current costs or expenses were usually entered ; but it is not al- 
ways so now, for under the Act for amending the law relating to 
mining partnerships within the Stannaries of Devon and Cornwall, 
and referred to last week as the “ Stannaries Amendment Act,” the 
term “ Cost-book ” includes all books and papers relating to the busi- 
ness of amine, which are for the time being kept by a purser, or 
which, according to the custom of the Stannaries or the directors of 
the company, ought to be kept by him. 





The 108 cross-cut north, to intersect the Ding Dong lode at Wheal 
Crebor, has been driven 22 fms.
